From Our Own Correspondent. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 28.— According to 
reports whidh 'have reached the 
fisheries department, the sealing 
cateli of the past season is one 
of the smallest on record. Allowing 
1,000 skills ns representing about tliu 
aggregate of the catches of Indium, 
along the coast, the total returns for the 
year are 13,005 skins. t 

The reason of the decrease is due in 
u great measure to a smai'.or lleet oper- 
ating. Twenty-six schooners .sent out in 
1903 secured, with the /Shore" and 
Oape llorne catches added, 20,470 skins. 
In 1002 the imigier of skins taken out 
was. 1B;30I; in 1901, 24,100 skins; in 
L900, 35,548 skins, and in ISO!), 33,471 
.skins. 

The season just past on the British 
Columbia coast, in Benring Sea aud oil 
the Copper Islands, has been, generally 
speaking, stormy. Two of the largest 
of the tleet were lost; Hie Triumph, 
with a full crew, having disappeared en- 
tirely early in the .season, presumably 
in one of the 'heavy gules which swept 
the const in March last, and the Pene- 
lope, having driven ashore on the rocks 
in Clallam Hay, when just starting out 
on her spring cruise. Apart from these 
regrettable incidents and the loss of a 
man from the Casco, the ileet escaped 
serious injuries. 

1 The greatest luck of the year was 
that encountered in Behring Sea. Here 
navigators rejwrt seals were more' 
plentiful than they have seen them 
for many years previously. But while 
seals were numerous, the weather was 
nono too favorable. Through the suc- 
cess of a ■number of the northern expedi- 
tions, the year, which began so fore- 
bodingly on the coast, has been turned 
to good account. There will ,be fewer 
skins on tho market, in view of tho 
partial abandonment of the Oape Horn 
and Falkland Island grounds, by seal- 
ers, and of tlhe interference which tho 
war has caused to the Japanese indus- 
try. Copper Island catches have been 
small and the most valuable fur any- 
where found is that which lias been the 
most plentiful. Among the catches a 
smaller number of branded skins are 
seen tliis year than for many seasons, 
showing that those animals "Which had 
been tortured a.number of years ago by 
tho Americans simply for identification, 
are dying out. 

Of all the countries which trade with 
Canada, Switzerland stands out con- 
spicuously as the poorest buyer of out 
goods. A trade statement issued shows 
■that this country purchased only sixty 
three 'dollars' worth of goods from Can- 
ada in tho three months ending Octobei 
1. The exports to Switzerland for tho 
year before amounted to only twenty 
dollars, and nothing at all for these 
months in 1902. The sales were nil for 
last September, and $20 the previous 
September, Very different is the record 
of the sailes by the Swiss people to Csnv 
adlans. In July, August and September 
Canada imported $447,785 worth from 
Switzerland ami nearly ns much during 
the corresponding period in 1003. Last 
.September, w'hen Canada sold nothing 
to Switzerland, she purchased $187,778 , 
worth of her produce. 

From Fort Churchill, on the Hudson 
Bay, to Liverpool it is 1,000 miles snort- 
er than from Quebec to Liverpool, From 
Ttegina to Fort William it is 813 miles. I 
From Regina to Churchill is 800 miles. I 
From Regina to Liverpool by way of j 
Quebec is 4,710 miles. The navigation 
of the Hudson Straits is perfectly safe 
and open from .Inly 1 to November 1, a 
period of four months. The carrying of 
grain at 15 cents a bushel on the esti- 
mate of one-half cent a mile for a crop 
of sixty millions would mean a saving of 
$0,000,000 to the farmers of the Canad- 
ian West. , On these statements Com- 
mander A. P. Low, of the government 
steamer Neptune, made an investigation 
for the Canadian Club of Ottawa for the 
utilizing of the Hudson Hay route to 
Great Britain for the Western trade. 
Low gave the list of distances to Liv- 
erpool unci declared the navigability of 
Hudson Bay and Straits was quite feas- 
ible and made a plea for the establish- 
ment of a rail and steamship route in 
tho interests of the "West. He said that 
for a few years the insurance tax 
would be 'heavy until the safety of the 
route was established, hut 'he had not a 
doubt but it would prove ns feasible and 
as safe as the St. Lawrence route.

Plans Outlined and New Lines 
Projected at Meeting In 
Quebec. 



Quebec, Dec. 2S.— The v Canadian 
Northern railway interests, w/ho control 
tho Great Northern railway, have de- 
cided upon a plan of reorganization. A 
(meeting of tho Great Northern directors 
and ehareliolders took place in this city 
iwhon the plan of reorganization was un- 
folded to the shareholders. Mr. D. B. 
TIaima, president of the company, pre- 
sided over tho meeting, and Mr. Lash, 
one of the directors and legal counsel 
for tho Canadian Northern railway, ex- 
plained the proposed plan of reorgani- 
zation, which provides for bonds to be 
issued to the extent of ft ,002,000 at 4 
per cent, to take care of the existing 
bond issues of tho company and all in- 
debtedness, said 1 new bonds to be guar- 
anteed as to principal and interest by 
the Canadian Northern Railway Com- 
'pany. The company will, in exchange 
for each $1,000 of the outstanding bonds, 
series A and B, give $750 principal of 
tho guaranteed bonds of tho consolidat- 
ed issue, with all interest coupons at- 
tached. The abovo plan of reorganiza- 
tion was submitted to the shareholders 
and unanimously adopted, thus placing 
tho Great Northern railway of Canada 
on a sound financial footing, and making 
its future -assured. 

Mr. '/,. A. Lash, general counsel of the 
Canadian Northern railway, informed 
the shareholders that .they expected 
(within the next two yours to have all 
their lines between tho east aud west 
connected, thus completing their trans- 
continental railway. It is said the do- 
tails of reorganization will be completed 
in the course of two months, 'when the 
old bondholders iwill receive their money 
and the road pass altogether into the 
hands of Messrs. Mackenzie it Mann 
and their Toronto associates, who will 
at once begin the construction of the 
branch line from Giirneau Junction to 
Quebec in the direction of the new 
bridge, The old hoard of directors, 
composed of the following gentlemen, 
■were re-elected: 1). B. llniinu, presi- 
dent; .las. McNnught, first vice-presi- 
dent; II. H, Melville, second vice-presi- 
dent; B. E. ling, V. Chateanvert, Hon. 
Jules Tessier, W. II. Moore, J. A. Nash, 
F. 0. Annesley, Thos. MeDougalj, John 
Joyce, Hon. 8. N. Parent, ex-oilicio. 
This board is, however, only temporarily 
to assist until the old bonds are in, 
when the Quebec directors and Col. Me- 
Naught and II. H. Melville, first and 
second vi'M'-presidentS under the old 
jnanngemoiil-, will disappear and an en- 
tirely new bonrd will be elected, with 
Toronto gentlemen associated with 
Messrs. .Mackenzie •"• Mann con- 
trol.

Sandy Hook Life. Savers Hope 
to Heseue Crew of Stranded 
Ship. 



New York, Dec. 2S. — Still pounding on 
•the liar at Oak Island, where she struck 
on Christmas morning, there is practi- 
cally no change tonight in the condition 
of the steamer Dhnnelzier. Tonight 
word was sent to the Sandy Hook life- 
saving station to get ready to start for 
•the wreck at daylight; Captain T. Pat- 
terson will 'have charge of this crew of 
icdght men, the hardiest life-savers along 
the coast. The longest lifeboat at the 
Hook will bo ready and early in the 
nnorhiiig will be taken in tow of a pow- 
erful 1ng to where the British tramp 
ship lies stranded. Throughout the day 
■the crews of the two life-saving stations 
were itnd'ble to render assistance and 
could only gaze helplessly across the 
mile or more of raging turf, (far beyond 
range, while forms could now and then 
be seen between the clouds; of spray 
that crowned the breakers. A heavy 
wind hlew all day ami as night came 
on its force increased until towards (mid- 
night it was blowing a veritable gale. 
There was scant hope of either wind 
or son going down by mori:ing. Should 
t'he vessel go to pieces during the night, 
as appeared possible from the terrific 
inn !fner in which she was seen In bo 
pounding when darkness set in, theoniy 
possible salvation, for Captain Nichol- 
son and his crew lies in rescue by the 
boats of the wrecking steamer Monarch, 
which is anchored about a mile from 
I ho stranded steamer, the lights of 
which were still visible well into the 
night. If the vessel holds together great 
hope is placed in the efforts which the 
Sandy Hook life-savers will make as 
soon as daylight comes, 



New York, Dec. 28. — Benjamin J, Ril- 
ey, of Brooklinej Mass., tonight declared 
that bo and Orestes A. Weed, of Bos- 
ton, came here with the intention of 
committing suicide together 

The two men were taken from the 
Grand Union hotel hero early today, 
suffering from morphino poisoning, and 
were taken to the hospital after tho 
poison liad taken effect. 

Riley was revived this afternoon and 
was transferred to the prison ward of 
Bellevue hospital, where ho is held on a 
charge of attempted suicide. It is 
thought) he will recover. 

According to the coroner's story Riley 
made tho following statement: "Weed 
jnul I have been -chums since boyhood. 
We knew each other well and when -we 
became older, we separated, and met 
only occasionally. We saw each other 
about three or four times a year, and 
last Sunday we happened to meet iu 
Boston. Wo chatted for t<ome time and 
told each other of the trials we had en- 
countered during the past six months: 
Both of us bad met with bad success, 
and .were, both what you term down and 
out. 

"Neither of us had anything that gave 
any promise, and we were downhearted. 

"In some manner, how I do not know, 
our talk drifted to suicide, and ouo of 
us proposed, 1 can't tell which one, that 
wo should commit suicide together. Both 
of us agreed and then wo made prepar- 
ations to die." 

Riley then told the coroner of how 
they left Boston and came to this city. 
They immediately went to the Grand 
Union hotel, where they registered, and 
were assigned to a room. Riley said 
in their room he and Weed discussed the 
best means of ending their lives and it 
was finally decided to take [morphine. 
They left the hotel late in the after- 
noon together, he said, and went to a 
place 'where they purchased morphine. 

"We were to die that night," the g&diu 
continued, "but one of us proposed to 
put it oil' I'm- a few hours. We 'had 
Bonio money and we decided to spend 
that before we died. Then, too, -wo j 
wero very nervous. We went around | 
the city and visited several of the thea- 
tres and also drank heavily. 

Riley then stated that they wont to 
their room on Tuesday night shortly be- 
fore midnight and that each took a dose 
of morphine. When ho had finished his 
story, ho was told by the coroner that 
Weed hud died. Riley then said: "I 
am now awfully sorry that I tried to 
die. I want to live and in the future will 
do my best to earn my living. I am 
awfully sorry to hear that Weed is dead. 
He Iwals a line (fellow and was married 
and has two <ChiIdren." 

Mrs. Weed was notified and came on 
from Boston at once, She stated that 
after the autopsy the body would be 
taken to Boston for burial.

Protestant Episcopal Diocese of 
Central Pennsylvania Pre- 
sents Case. 



He Is Alleged to Be Guilty of 
Conduct Unbecoming a 
Bishop. 



><ew York, Dec. 27. — Following is tho 
pretientment in the case against Bishop 
Talbot, of the Protestant Episcopal dio- 
cese of Central Pennsylvania, in connec- 
tion with tho deposition of Dr. Ingra- 
ham N. Irvine, of Philadelphia, from 
the priesthood: 

"Tho undersigned, in virtue of tho 
canonical authority roi>osed in them, pre- 
sent lit. Rev. Dr. Ethelbert Talbot, 
Inshop of the Protestant Episcopal 
church in the diocese of Central Penn- 
slyvania, as being guilty of conduct un- 
becoming a bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in the United States 
of America in the several specifications 
hereinafter more particularly set forth, 
in order that the may be tried on said 
charge, (which is laid within live years 
last past, Which trial is had by demand 
under tho provisions of canon 0, title 
2, of the canons of the general conven- 
tion of the said church in such case 
made and provided. 

"Specification 1 — The said presenters 
•hereby present and allege that Bishop 
Talbot is guilty of immorality in (having 
written a false, libelous and untruthful 
letter regarding Rev. 1. N. Irvine, or 
mailed or caused the letter to be mailed 
to Rev. Dr. Upjohn, president of tho 
Philadelphia Catholic Club. (A copy of 
the letter follows.) 

Spocitication 2. — That Bishop Talbot 
is guilty of lying in having written such: 
"1 say to you that this man was deposed 
nearly two years ago for gross immoral- 
ity amid for lewd and lascivious conduct 
witjh women.' For reference see thc x 
proceedings of the ecclesiastical court be- 
fore which Rev. Dr. Irvine was tried, 
in which no record will bo found of such 
charges. 

"Specification 3. — That Bishop Talbot 
is guilty of lying in having written: 
'That Irvine for thirty years has been 
in the ministry, and for twenty of these 
years ho 'has been under ecclesiastical 
discipline.' (Here papers from three 
bishops, as well as letters and other 
documents, are given as reference.) 

"Specification 4. — That Bishop Talbot 
is guilty of lying in having written that 
he (Irvine) has been suspended once, ad- 
monished once in your diocese and in- 
hibited and made to leave repeatedly.' " 

The charge of lying is set forth in 
specifications covering all but two of the 
remaining paragraphs of the letter. 

Following the paragraph reading 
"That all his (Irvine's) talk about a di- 
vorced woman being excommunicated 
and then restored by me is baseless," the

BANKING MERGER 



Montreal Financial Men Have 
Something to bay for and 
Against. 



.Montreal, Dec. 28. — It appears that 
for some time back various Canadian 
bankers have looked upon the Merchants 
Bunk of Canada as a most desirable 
partner with which to do business. 

A prominent .Montreal banker stated 
today that the Merchants Bank of Can- 
ada had, under the administration of 
-Mr. Thomas Fyshc, placed itself in such 
a strong potikion that it is proving most 
attractive to other bunks. 

"Their assets under the administration 
of the present management," said he, 
"are of the best possible quality, and 
are such as would lend strength to any 
extensive financial move which another 
bank might be about to undertake." 

Bankers, generally, wre of the opinion 
that the mutter of amalgamating the 
Royal Bunk of Canada - and the Mer- 
chants Bank have been talked of inform- 
ally among those Interested, hut' liwd 
met with some opposition. 

It is also said that there 'might 'bo 
strong opposition from the shareholders 
of both institutions. 

Again, there would be the natural op- 
position of either of the banks sinking 
t'heir identity by assuming the name of 
the other. 

Bankers point out, on tho other hand, 
that it would mean fionio saving iu ud- 
miliisl ration, and particularly as regards 
blanches, of which' bolh the banks in 
question have many spread from one 
end of the Dominion to the other. 

Separately both these institutions, a 
ibnnkor pointed out to-day. are well ad- 
niinislored and strong, and are making 
•money, ivnd, therefore, there appeared 
to be no crying need for anything in 
the wav of an uinnbjamntion.

CHRISTMAS TRADE. ' 

New York, Dec. 28.— Tho United. 
States played Santa Claus to the world 
at large, according to the reports secur- 
ed from General Superintendent Joseph 
Elliott, of the New York Post OlHee. 
From December 1st to December 2itli, 
lW-I.OS-I international oiders for a. total 
of .^1,007,028.00 were forwarded from 
here. 

"Tho remittances," said Mr. Elliott 
today, "were t'he largest in the (history 
of the post office. The figures show on 
unusual distribution also. For instance, 
Italy came second on the list of bene- 
ficiaries, in point of money received, and. 
•a good first in the amount of individual 
orders. 

"Great Britain, of course, got more 
money and more orders, but averaging 
the amount of the separate oiders, it is 
.seen that the British recipients got but 
little more than $10 apiece. Tho Ital- 
ian orders show on average of more than. 
$M each." 

PRINCESS R.VDZIW1LL. 

Loudon, Dec. 2'J. — The Daily Chrou- 
iclo states that Princess Radziwill will 
bring action against the executors of tho 
estate of Cecil Rhodes to vindicate her 
character from accusations in connection 
with her personal relations with Mr. 
Rhodes. 

Princess Cat'heriue Radziwill was sen- 
tenced to two yeans' imprisonment by 
the Supreme Court of Cape Colony on 
April both, 1002, for forgery in connec- 
tion with 'notes purposing to have been 
endorsed by Mr. Rhodes. She was lib- 
erated from prison in August, 1003. 

The Princess is the daughter of the- 
Austrian Count Dynishi, formerly ono 
of the great landed proprietors of Ga- 
licia. She eloped with Prince Rud/.iwill 
en tho eve of t'he day set for her mar- 
riage to a wealthy manufacturer. About 
four years ago she appeared in London, 
where she lived in luxurious style. Sub- 
sequently she moved to South Africa, 
where she) muuaged io float evidences of 
credit purporting to have been signed by 
Cecil Rhodes, but .which were repudiat- 
ed by him. 

Severul suits tried at Capetown final- 
ly culminated in her conviction. It was 
alleged by the London papers that Mr. 
Rhodes' death was due to the worry 
which she caused him and to the fact 
that ho was obliged to return to South 
Africa in the 'hottest weather to prose- 
cute the ease against her. 

NEED OF SILVER. 

Superintendent of United States Mint 
Says Supply Has Been Exhausted. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 28, — John H. Lan- 
dis, superintendent of the mint in this 
city, snid today that the available silver 
bullion of thfl country has been exhaust- 
ed. Unless congress takes prompt ac- 
tion to relieve the situation by authoriz- 
ing the purchase of more silver bullion 
.for coinage or toy accepting a suggested 
temporary remedy, he said commerce 
would be greatly hampered next year as 
a result of a $10,000,000 shortage in 
small silver coins. Tho prevailing con- 
dition of the country's collateral also en- 
tails wholesale discharges of mint em- 
ployees, to take effect on Jan. 1st, and 
unless relief is obtained from congress 
tho regular mint force will be cut down 
to a nominal number within the next 
few months. 

"Silver bullion," said Mr. L'ftudis, "has 
been exhausted because of the coinage 
of our useless hoard of 558,000,000 stan- 
dard dollars, for which there 'has never 
been any real popular demand. At tho 
same time, with no available silver bul- 
lion, there is an urgent demand for $10,- 
000,000 of minor subsidiary coin, with- 
out which the country's commerce will 
be greatly hampered next year. Thw 
government is facing' conditions which 
compel it either to go into the markets 
and resume the purchase of silver blur 
lion for coining purposes or reeoining a 
portion of its stock of silver dollars into 
small silver coins.

Tho observer of the U. S. weather 
brrrdau at Hatteras ih-st saw tho steam- 
er when tin: fgg lifted shortly before 
noon today. 

At that time she appeared to be in 
distress and later it was seen that slio 
had 'KTonnded on Uie inner shoal known 
to mariners at "Hell's Hole" in tho 
graveyard of shipping. High seas car- 
eened the vessel on her beam ends and 
at 3 p. m. she was lying on her port 
side with seas washing all over 'lier. 

Tiio smoke that ho* funnel emitted 
early in the day was no longer discern- 
ible, and it was Mien supposed that her 
(ires had been extinguished by water till- 
ing the hull. 

The steamer has three masts and one 
funnel. Her engines and boilers are 
aft and the' funnel is between the main 
mast and xnizzen mast. From 'her de- 
scription it Is thought that she may be 
one of the fruit liners that ply between 
West Indian ports and Baltimore or 
Now York. At S o'clock the observer 
at Hatteras reported that the life-saving 
crown of several stations along the Caro- 
lina, coast in the vicinity of Hatteras 
wore on the bench ready to launch their 
surf boats tho minute the wind ami tide 
had abated sufficiently to allow them to 
do so. 'At that time tho wind had drop- 
IkmI from 40 to 30 miles an hour, but 
the mercury also was falling steadily 
and the approach of freezing weather 
bodes ill Cor the crew imprisoned on the 
steamer. The report states that at sun- 
set the vessel had apparently righted 
herself somewhat and that if the wind 
and sea did not increase there was a 
good dhancc of her remaining intact un- 
til morning. If this is the case the 
prospects: are bright for tho life-savers 
being aide to reach her. 

From tlie size of the steamer it is 
thought she carried a consignment of 
25 men, but it has been impossible to 
secure . a view that -would allow amy 
surmiso as to her character being made. 

Word from the scene expresses little 
hopo that loss of life can be ■averted. 
Several hours today, while oai her port 
beam, tho stean.-rr was at times covered 
by the breakers that piled up 011 lier 
decks, striking with terrific force. It 
was with surprise that the life-savers 
saw the lights on 'the craft tonight. 
These appear to those on shore as torch- 
lights land 'not signals of any regular 
character.

Medi- 
cal scdence is doing its best to pursue 
the hosts of bacteria, at the root of 
disease, to their last hiding place, ami, 
on the other hand, commerce is doing 
its best, in friendly guise, to counter- 
act the efforts of the scientist. This is 
ithe terrible .record attained in one ex- 
po.-! of methods: Out of one hundred 
and thirty-nine decoy prescriptions sent 
by the Slate Hoard of Pharmacy to 
Chicago druggists to be filled, twenty- 
three contained aio trace of the drug 
child for, sixty-six. were eighty per cent, 
impure, ten were twenty . per cent, im- 
pure, nine ten per cent, impure, and 
only thirty-one were pure. .For a surgi-

2(>.;{ for a term of ",'! years. For ot'hei 
crops the yields are, respeetivedj*: Spring 
wheal, 15.4 and 15.7; barley. 31.8 and 
27.1; oats, 38.5 and 35.8; peas, 19.5 and 
1 !>.",; heaus, 17.0 and 3.7..1; rye, 15:5 
and 10.3; buckwheat, 20.5 and 10.5; po- 
tatoes. ! IC blisii and 115.; carrots, 805 
hush, a ml 348; turnips, 48.7 and 434 ; 
corn in the ear. (11.4 and 70.2 bush.; 
corn for silo. 10.48 tons and .11. II Ions; 
•hay and clover, L.80 and 1.45. Of course, 
those figures represent an average of 
good lands and poor lands extending 
over a very large area and under many 
different conditions. The results, how- 
ever, do not seem to be as satisfactory 
as they should be, and Indicate .over- 
cropping anil imperfect culfivalimi.

"ttUSSIAiN EXPEDITION PILLS." 

The Chemist and Druggist, London, 
says: "The consumption of drugs' and 
medicines in the war now going on in 
the Unr East is likely to prove oue of 
the heaviest on record, judging from 
information to hand by this mail. It 
was about the middle oi: January when 
the first largo purchases were niude on 
behalf of the Japanese government, and 
values of (Several articles, including sub- 
nitrate of bismuth and quinine, imme- 
diately advanced by 10 per cent, and 
.">() per cent, respectively. The first pur- 
chase of quinine amounted to ii-,000 
ounces only, and this left the market 
very bare at the time, in consequence 
of which the price advanced from 50 
sen to 75 sen per ounce. Largo quanti- 
ties were, however, imported in antici- 
pation of [further government require- 
j ments, but, contrary to expectation, no 
I further (heavy purchases followed, and 
only -15,000 ounces lias been (sold to the 
government tjp 1o October. This, of 
course, .has proved a disappointment to 
speculators, and the stock of quinine is 
now estimated nt 100,000 ounces. 

At least 50.000 cases of medicines and 
medical requisites have been shipped 
from Japan to the port of Dnlny, 
whence Miey are distributed among tho 
troops in Manchuria; The value of the 
absorbent cotton, gauze, blindages and 
the like taken by government up to the 
.present is estimated at about 200,000 
yen, but all these goods are made in 
■Tapan, and that country can meet any 
demand. Heed. wood creosote is one of 
the most interesting articles in use; it 
is supposed to prevent, dysentery, which 
is very prevalent in Mnncliuriai and the 
medical department decided to give each 
soldier a pill containing 0.25 of creosote 
at a meal, or three pills a day. Hnch 
soldier's requirements are nicely packed 
in small tins, .each containing ninety 
pills, or a month's supply; they are 
labelled '.Russian Expedition rills.' At 
the 'busiest time, 2,000,000 pills a day 
were inr.de by the ninny's tablet and pill 
works in ToHo. During February tho 
government bought nil the nvniliiblo 



NEW ZUAiLAND WANTS SALMON.- 

L. F. Ayson, commissioner and chief In- 
spector of fisheries of New Zealand, bus 
arrived at San Francisco for the purpose 
or taking home with him 1,000,000 eggs of 
the Eastern whlteflsh and 300,000 salmon 
eggs from California with which to stock 
the streams and Jakes of New Zealand. 

"Spasmodic attempts have been made for 
thirty years past," said Mr. Ayson to flic 
San Francisco Chronicle, "to Introduce 
salmon and other North American food 
llsh into tho waters of New Zealand. Most 
of the work has been done by what are 
known as acclimatization societies, and be- 
cause the societies were not experts In 
handling the eggs and young fish, the re- 
sults have been very unsatisfactory. We 
have no salmon as yet, but ns a result of 
the systematic work which the New Zea- 
land government has been doing since 1001, 
wo hope to have salmon before long. We 
have now a salmon hatchery and rearing 
station on one of the tributaries of what 
Is considered our best river for salmon 
culture, und we are Importing from 300,000 
to , r >fX),0O0 salmon eggs from the United 
States every year. Tbe United States 
llsh commission furnishes us With the eggs 
free of cost, tho New Zealand government 
paying all cost of shipment. We have de- 
cided to undertake the acclimatization of 
the American whlteflsh in our lakes, and I 
have made arrangements to take back with 
mo to New Zealand about 1,000,000 eggs of 
the whlteflsh, la addition to some 300,000 
salmon eggs. 

"Although we have many excellent 
streams and lakes In New Zealand, it Is n 
fact, strange as it may seem, that when 
settlers first went to that country there 
were no fresh-water llsh of any value to 
be found in the Islands. The English 
brown trout has been successfu'Iy intro- 
duced, and has scattered throughout the 
whole of the South Island. The Eastern 
brook trout and the rainbow trout have 
nlso been introduced In the North island, 
and the rainbow trout nas proved so vigor- 
ous that it Is a common mutter to take 
Osb of live to twenty pounds In the lakes 
.am! streams In the Auckland district. It 
Is only three years since we started to 
stock the streams with salmon, and it is 
too early to determine whether our efforts 
will meet with success. I nm confident 
that If we persist in tho work on a large 
scale we will have a plentiful supply of 
salmon before long. We have been very 
successful In shipping the eggs from bore. 
<;. II. Lambson, superlntcnder.t of the 
California hatcheries of the United States 
llsh commission, took the last shipment of 
eggs from liere to New Zealand, and they 
were handled so successfully that there 
was a loss of less than 1 per cent, from 
the time the eggs were packed at the 
hatchery on the McCloud river until 1 un- 
packed them in New Zealand."

Tom Klemenitanoo, the Blnndel har- 
bor Indian who is charged with tlio 
murder of an Indian woman at Xawit- 
tie, is alleged to bare committed no less 
than ifour murders w'Jhin the last four 
yeaa-s, all with the object of robbing his 
victims, sometimes of 'small amounts. 
His last murder, that- for Which ii'e was 
committed at Alert Bay to stand his 
trial 4it tho • next assizes, was a cold- 
blooded one. There was a potlateh. at 
Nawittio, the village on Hope island, 
and while at this feast Tbisa heard that 
Susan, an Indian woman, had a roll of 
ibiwik hills sewed in her skirt. He de- 
cided to kill tho woman. Another In- 
dian, who is charged with being an ac- 
complice, was asked to join Irfcn, and 
the •woman was enticed into the woods 
■at the back of her lodge, in which she 
lived with a blind woman, who has giv- 
en evidence of how tho murderer entic- 
ed her to her death. Susan was knock- 
ed over the head, and Dior throat cut 
from car to cur. The body )vas loft in 
the busli; with a blanket thrown over it. 

A reast was given In the evening by 
Sehvitz, the chief, and it was noticed 
that Tom, his accomplice and the wo- 
inian wore not .present, ultihough they 
had beetr invited. Not to answer such 
an invitation is to insult tho Jidst, and 
the absence caused talk, in the tribe. 
Later t'he woman was missed, and 
searchers started to scour the. neighbor- 
hood, carrying torches and lanterns. The 
search was unsuccessful chat night. 
Next morning! the searclli was continued 
and Tom, who was among (ho search- 
ers led them to the body. This was the 
first net which caused suspicion, for 
the Indians noticed that flic body was 
not visible from where Tom said Ae 
could see it. Later a number of the 
young men were made to strip, so that 
it might be seen if .there were scratches 
on their bodies. There were scratches 
on Tom, tho mark of the woman's nails. 
He asked some Indians to say that Ids 
klootx-linian bad made them, but .she and 
the others denied this. 

When it was shown that suspicion 
pointed to Tom, the chief Schvitz call- 
ed die Indians together and in a speech 
asked all not to speak of the tiling that 
had been done, as he did not want the 
authorities to know. He also offered 
money to some. For thus seeking to 
hide the crime, the chief was arrested, 
and is now serving :t sentence of nine 
months in tho penitentiary. Provincial 
Constable Woohu-ott went from Alert 
Bay and arrested Tom, and his accom- 
plice, and found the 1 vicdni'n body, 
which livas brought to Alert Buy for in- 
quest and burial. 

Tho murderer's first victim was n 
white ihon whom be killed in 1900; He 
was hunting near Blimdel harlxir when 
Jier saw a one-armed white man in an 
open boat. A.nother Indian was with 
hint ami to him 'he said: "Now prom- 
ise that you won't tell anything about 
what I'm going to do."
